Read theory: One should be educated in order to take meaningful action. If you can’t 
decide where to start, begin with the introductory Socialist, Anarchist, and Communalist 
texts, typically in that order. An exceptionally good introduction to Communalism would 
be Communalism: A Liberatory Alternative . Once you’ve read the introductory texts 
necessary, feel free to move into more advanced theory listed in the theory section. 


Take steps to protect yourself from surveillance and physical threats: This will help 
you in the long run as you begin to partake in organizing and direct action. To start off, 
read the Privacy Guides site and implement whatever improvements you feel you can 
make. Most of the basics consist of changing the software and services you use. 
Regardless of what you decide to implement, be sure to use the Tor Browser when 
conducting research into praxis as well as a password manager for all your accounts! As 
for physical threats, start by learning martial arts which are applicable to the real world, 
such as boxing. Later on, look into arming yourself with weapons (preferably firearms) 
and forming a community defense militia or survival group. Obviously, check your local 
laws before doing this. For more advanced surveillance and physical protection (which 
you will need in the future) read the Countering Surveillance and Defense sections. 


Organize: Some international organizations you can join include the |VWW and Food Not 
Bombs. Also look into organizing your workplace and your community. For people in the 
USA, consider joining the DSA-LSC and SRA. For people in Canada, consider joining 
the DSC-LSC. For those living elsewhere, look for left wing political groups, unions, or 
mutual aid groups in your area. If it doesn’t exist, create one and make use of the other 
resources in the Social Organization and Mutual Aid sections. Even something as simple 
as a study group will be an effective form of organization. 


Engage in direct action: Take a look at the basics of direct action and think of how you 
can apply it to your situation. You can also skim through the Direct Action and Ecological 
Direct Action sections and see if something you like sticks out to you. 


Donate: Unfortunately, the world as it currently is revolves around money. It’s important 
for people to give to those in need, especially if you’re from a war-free developed 
country. For those who don’t know, Rojava makes up the Kurdish majority part of north 
and eastern Syria. The Kurds in this region have played a crucial role in fighting ISIS and 
their ideology emphasizes direct democracy, feminism, and minority rights among other 
things. However Rojava is currently in dire need of aid as they continue to face invasion 
and sanctions from neighboring countries. If you have any money to spare, consider 
donating to either the Kurdish Red Moon or the Emergency Committee for Rojava.

Definition: political action aimed at achieving a specific goal or objective, and which is carried out 
directly by an individual or group of people, without appealing to a higher authority for legitimacy.
